Costly Cricket. : 
What becomes of all the money 
that is taken at the turnstiles of a 


‘Fcounty cricket club ground? First 


of all there is the pay of the profes- 
sional members of the team to be 
considered. This is now a big 
item, for in many of the first-class 
clubs only a few of the players in 
important matches are-of amateur 
standing. In the case of the Surrey 
Club, for instance, the amount paid 
to professionals last season totalled 
in all to over £3,500.’ That sum did 
not go entirely to members of the 
eleven, of course; it included the’ 
regular pay of various: members of 
the ground staff.

This is a good time. for over- 
tauliag blankets and preparing

If the sides are ragged 
trim’ them with a‘pair of scissors 
and work. the edges’ over with 
blanket stitch, using wool the same 
colour'as the’cends of the blanket.’

“ACCUSATION OF BRIBERY, 


Serious accusations of bribery 
wore made at the  Sum- 
mary vCourt to-day when a 
‘Chinese merchant named Wong 
Yursaf sued the Consul for Mexico, 
“Mr. A. Zuckermann, ‘claiming the 
retvr .of his passport and papers 
and $1,000 damages for‘detinue or 
alternatively, for wrongful conver= 
fon. | ae : 
Mr. M_ K. Lo, who appeared to 
support’ the claim, outlined the 
platntiff’s case at some length. He 
explained thatthe plaintiff was {n 
business in Mexico and had‘come 
to Hongkong on a visit. He asked 
Messrs, Lo and Lo to make inquire 
fes about securing a passport for 
his wife whom he wanted to take 
back to Mexico with him and 
Mr. H. Lo (articled clerk to Mr. 
“M.- K. Lo) wert along with him 
tosee the Mexican Consul. The 
Consul, according to Mr. Lo, ap- 
peared tohave gone-into 2 great 
rago directly he saw that. the 
plasntiff was accompanied by a 
third party. 
Mr, Lo was going on to remark 
‘that Jt secmed a curious thing that 
a Consul should take this objection 
when His Honour interpolated that 
he had: known very worthy gentle- 
‘men who, not knowing as much, 
about the profession as he (the 
Judge) did, preferred to deal 
directly without an intermediary. 
His Honour said he remembered.a 
certain Commissioner of Customs 
- who used to fly into a violent rage 
whenever 9 lawyer approached 
‘him on business “although he used 
toplay golf very frequently with 
rhembers of our profession.” 
* Continuing his outline of the 
facts, Mr. Lo complained that the 
 Conaul was unnecessarily rude and 
“tacked that courtesy which one 
would naturally expect from a 
Consular representative in this 
Kolony.”
